Cannery Workers 
Call Special Meet 
Next Week 


Definite Strike Date May 
Be Set, Says Coordinator for 
Cannery Workers 
Representatives from all the ma- 
jor cannery unions in northern 


California are expected to voice 
their approval of the policies of 


the negotiating committee of the 
national council of cannery work- 
ers at a special meeting to be con- 
vened early next week by granting 
to the committee full authority to 
set a definite strike date, accord- 
ing to Daniel V. Flanagan, co 
ordinator of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor cannery unions in 
northern California. 

The meeting originally sched- 
uled to be held this week was not 
held, due to the unforseen circum- 
stances, but Flanagan indicated 
that the spirit of the members of 
the divers cannery unions had been 
fanned into a high blaze of inten- 
sity as a result of the negotiating 
committee’s refusal to consider the 
counter proposal of the operators 
last week, and the fact that many 
members believe the employers, 
through the counter proposal and 
like dodges, are merely resorting 
to stalling tactics. 

It was estimated by Flanagan 
that should the committee actually 
declare the strike\from fifteen to 
sixteen thousands employes would; 
be affected, particularly if the date 
of the strike fell within the peak 
season.

Endorses S. B. No. 591 Which 
Provides for Housing Funds 


Circular Being Distributed by Housing Opponents 
In Attempt to Halt Program Says A. F. of L. 
Representative on Housing Authority

At a regular meeting of the building trades council held last 
Tuesday, a resolution was presented which called for the en- 


dorsement of S. B. No. 591 providing for further appropriation 
for low cost housing. As this program will mean the employing 
of thousands of building tradesmen, the resolution was unani- 


mously endorsed by the coun- 
cil. Telegrams were sent to all 
representatives from Califor- 
nia requesting that they give 
this bill their fullest support. 


During the past week circulars 
have been distributed throughout 
the entire Oakland district which 
contained many misstatements as 
to the activities of the Oakland 
housing authority. One statement 
in particular was to the effect that 
the authority would institute proj- 
ects anywhere in the city of Oak- 
land without regard to present res- 
idential requirements and zoning 
ordinances, To prove that this is a 
misstatement I give the following 
information: 


An application has been made 
by the authority for a project 
on 108rd avenue and east 14th 
street. This application has 
been approved by the United 
States housing authority and 
the sum of close to one million 
dollars is now available to pro- 
ceed with this project. How- 
ever, after conferring with 
members of the Oakland city 
council and the honorable 
mayor of the city of Oakland, 
the authority has dete 
that this would not be the best 


location for a low cost hous- 
ing project and during the past 
week has notified the regional 
office of the United States 
housing authority to the effect 
that the project is abandoned 
in favor of a more desirable lo- 
cation. I believe that this will 
show that the authority does 
not take an arbitrary stand in 
the location of these projects 
but co-operates with all local 
city authorities to see that 
these projects are placed on the 
proper sites. 
Also during the last week a pe- 
tition was presented to the city at- 


torney which called for an election | 


to determine whether these proj- 
ects should proceed or not. It is my 
understanding that the city attor- 
ney rendered an opinion that this 
petition will have no effect on the 
local authority. It is hard to be- 
lieve that this program which will 
eliminate many substandard houses 
which are detrimental to the city 
and also will provide work for 
many thousands of our citizens is 
being protested by a group of sel- 
fish individuals. However, as is the

For it is not Lewis’ strategy at this time to appear openly as an active 
candidate. That would be fatal. His scheme is to engineer a .ground- 
swell among the lunatie fringe in all parts of the country for a third 
party with himself as the standard-bearer and then “reluctantly” con- 
sent to run. 

The machinery is in motion already. Recently a council of CIO unions 
in Pittsburgh adopted resolutions calling on Lewis to initiate a third 
party. The other day in Connecticut, the Bridgeport county branch of 
Lewis’ non-partisan league also adopted a third-party resolution. In 
Ohio, the CIO news, official state publication of a few scattered CIO 
unions, declared in its main news story March 11 that “it is believed in 
many circles that John L, Lewis strongly favors an independent ticket 
for Ohio.” In Massachusetts, the CIO state industrial convention killed 
a Roosevelt third-term resolution and defeated a declaration condemn-

The two consecutive crushing de- 
feats of the CIO have demoralized 
their forces and struck a severe 
blow at their efforts to gain a foot- 
hold in New England. 

President William Green  con- 
gratulated John J. Murphy, New 
England representative of the A. F. 
of L. and the leaders of the A. F. 
of L. Rubber Workers’ Union No. 
21914 for their fine showing and 
promised them full support in ob-

$17,000 additional to his original 
seaming, taping and painting con- 
tract in an attempt to cover joints 


and seams in the plasterboard 
walls and ceilings of the apart- 
ments, ordered by the contractor 


/ after the first work had proved un- 
satisfactory, 


3ecause he had failed to do a 
successful job, payment was re- 
fused him. 


Swanson’'s contention that it was 
impossible to produce a smooth and 
level surface with plasterboard as 
an interior finish material due to 
shrinkage of framing—expansion 
and contraction and uneveness of 
the studs and joists—seemed borne 
out by the jury’s award. 

The Madison park project’s out- 
come was heralded by many in the 


plastering industry with “I told 
you so.”

The first case of condemnation

sued by the Oakland building de- 
partment for $440,000.00 of con- 
struction for Campbell village as 
published in the Inter-City Express 
under date of March 22, 1940. Since 
my article of last week several 
owners have signed options agree- 
ing to dispose of their property to 
the authority. Demolition has pro- 
ceeded and many houses of sub- 
standard condition have been torn 
down. Approximately 100 men are 
now employed on the projects and 
this number will be increased until 
a total of around 800 men will be 
employed on the two west Oakland 
projects. New applications are be- 
ing submitted and I assume that 
enough projects will be started 
within the next few weeks to use 
up the entire five million dollars 
alloted to the city of Oakland.

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Court Decision Proves There 
Is No Substitute for Plastering 


Contractor Receives $20,172 by Court in 
Seattle; Plasterboard Proves to Be More Expensive 


board without a plaster covering, 
the Madison park development was 
the occasion for a heated battle in 
the public safety committee of the 
Seattle city council nearly two 
years ago, culminating in a change 
in the city building code allowing 
the use of plasterboard at Madi- 
son park. Boiler room ceiling and 
hallways which the city insisted be 
plastered, were not required to be 


reworked in the painting and 
hence were not included in the 
claim, 

Defense witnesses declared dur- 


ing the court trial that materials 
and labor incident to the applica- 
tion of the board were of the high- 
est quality, hence, in the opinion of 
the plastering industry, damage 
was due to natural physical laws 
of expansion and contraction which 
would apply with greater or lesser 
degree to all materials not mono- 
lithic (without joints). Plaster and 
concrete are the only monolithic 
materials commonly used in build- 
ing construction. 


An interesting exhibit Swanson 
had prepared was a sample panel 
consisting of a %-inch thick kiln- 
dried sheet of plywood to the sur- 
face of which had been applied two 
sheets of plasterboard—sized, taped 
and treated in the usual manner 
and finished with six coats of 
paint. 

Despite the fact that on such a 
base it was impossible for the 
board to move or distort, the joint 
showed as did the nailing between 
the joint characterized by a ridge 
in the paper covering of the plas- 
terboard. 

Cost Is Higher 

Another difficulty encountered 
by Swanson’s crew was the uneven 
condition of the board. Because of 
slight irregularities in studs and 
joists, the boards which were flush 
on center at one end of the span 
were frequently barély on the edge 
of the support at the other end. 

Cost of the plasterboard finish in 
the Madison park project together 
with finishing and painting ap- 
proximated more than metal lath. 

The industry hails the jury’s 
award as definite proof “there is 
no substitute for good lathing and 
plastering.’—Northwest Plastering 
Industries.

sent decree to be presented to the 
United States circuit court of ap- 
peals in full settlement of all igs- 
sues involved in its January 11, 
1940, decision involving Collins 
Baking Co., Columbus, Georgia, and 
Bakery & Confectionery Workers’ 
Local Union No, 486, affiliated with 
the American Federation of Labor. 

By the terms of the decree the 
company agreed to cease discour- 
aging membership in the union and 
to award $2,090 in back pay losses 
to five employes.

On Negotiations! 

In order that all members may 
have had the opportunity to digest 
and consider the employers’ view- 
point on the controversial issues 
prior to the special meeting, we 
herewith list our personal observa- 
tions. 

1. Wage Increase. The employ- 
ers state that a wage increase at 
this time is not in order. They feel 
that we are now getting the high- 
est wages in the paint making in- 
dustry and should be satisfied with 
such. They state that any higher 
wage scale would jeopardize them 
along competitive lines, especially 
by the Los Angeles concerns, They 
will not arbitrate this issue. 

2. Vacations. The employers 
agree that a two weeks’ vacation 
should be the rule. They agree to 
assist us in persuading those few 
employers who do not grant two 
weeks’ paid vacations, to do so. 
They refuse to put such a clause in 
the agreement. However, they are 
willing to give us a letter stating 
that they intend to continue their 
present vacation plan. 

3. Seniority. The employers oo 
sist that they have the complete 
right to hire and fire and maintain 
employment in their factories as 
they see fit. They agree to the se- 
niority principle as stated in the 
agreement ... and ask if it ish’t 
true that they have faithfully fol- 
lowed out the seniority wants of 
the union in the past. No arbitra- 
tion. 

4.Union Shop. The employers 
agree with the union that this prin- 
ciple is in order, even granting it 
insofar as new employes are con- 
cerned, but refuse to put it in writ- 
ing. They assure us that we will 
have no trouble in this respect. The 
employers feel that the idea of a 
union shop as desired by the union 
means the possibility of coercion,; 
and this they refuse to be a party 
to. No arbitration. 

5. War Clause. (This clause would 
guarantee to our members their se- 
niority rights and jobs in time of 
war, if they became engaged in na- 
tional defense.) All employers state 
that they are in complete accord 
with the union on this clause. They 
feel, however, that we are prema- 
ture ... that we should wait until 
war occurs before such a re- 
quest is made. They also state that 
such a request is not within the 
union’s jurisdiction. They refuse to) 
incorporate this clause in the agree- 
ment or in a letter to the union. 
Our Move Next 

There are at least three possible 
steps that me may take: 

1. Accept the agreement as ne- 
gotiated.

2. Refuse the agreement as ne- 
gotiated and continue what are 
practically futile efforts to better it. 

3. Strike. 

Every member should seriously 
consider this problem. Do we want 
the points refused by the employ- 
ers badly enough to fight for them? 
Or are the gains already made over 
the 1937 agreement sufficient at 
this time? 

To refresh your memory, some 
of these gains are: (1) the em- 
ployer agrees to call the union 
when new men are to be hired; 
(2) a better student worker clause; 
(3) a much better work day clause 
limiting the day from 7 a. m. to 6 
p. m. except in shift work; also 
cuts out split shifts; (4) elimina- 
tion of the 44-hour peak period ... 
all Saturday work to be paid for at 
overtime; (5) two new holidays 
added—Washington’s birthday and 
Admission day when celebrated in 
Oakland; (6) a fairer adjustment 
board personnel and procedure; 
(7) a strengthening of the seniority 
clause by providing that the se- 
niority list shall be drawn up at the 
time the agreement is signed; also 
provides that lay-offs do not break 
seniority; (8) an important clause 
guaranteeing every working em- 
ploye at least 35 hours a week 
work; (9) several other minor im- 
provements.
